I really do not fell like I can do much more on these lines, 
Mrs.Chapman. You can see the condition they are both in, 
and the Welch's I believe have definite Maryland connection 
and the records there must be consulted. They are out of 
my territory..... but the Welch's early in Spotsylvania 
(1730) and especially those in King George, Stafford and 
Northumberland cantét be overlooked as possible ancestors 

of John Welch who with wife Eleanor appears first in 1773 
on Spotsylvania records. 


I've already put about a day and a haif on this matter,

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I, Nellie Ford of Fredericksburg, Virginia where I was 
born 69 years ago, do hereby state that I am the grand- 
daughter of John Taylor Ford, for many years Clerk of the 
Corporation Court of Fredericksburg, who died in 1824, aged 
44 years. John T. Ford married in Fredericksburg in 1810 
Miss Martha Gregory, familiarly called "Patsy" Gregory. 

She survived her husband many years and it is my impression 
died either during or immediately after the Civil War. 


IT am postive that my grandmother (Patsy Gregory Ford) 
had a sister Barbara Gregory who married William Welch 
by whom she had two daughters: (1) Margaret Welch who 
married Geo.A.Freeman of Culpeper; and (2) Elizabeth Welch 
who married Wa.Stuart Grinnan of Culpeper. 


My grandmother Ford had another sister that I recall: 
Miss Fannie Gregory who resided in Fredericksburg and was 
unmarried. Patsy Gregory Ford had one brother that I recall 
hearing about; Charles Gregory, who married a Miss Hall, the 
daughter of Dr. Elisha Hall of Fredericksburg. They moved 
from Fredericksburg many years ago and settled in st. Louis, 
Mo, Their daughter Maria Carter Gregory was a coorspondent 
of mine for years and died in Paris, France. She once wrote 
me that my Grandmother Ford's father was Walter Gregory of 
Fredericksburg and that he had served with distinction during 
the Revolutionary War. I had heard this from other members 
of my family who recalled the old gentleman and his wife. 

I do not recall the name of Mrs.Walter Gregory. I have heard 
from old relatives that Walter Gregory came originally from 
the King and Queen county, Virginia, Gregory family. Cousin 
Maria Carter Gregory confirmed this statement. Charles Greg- 
ory, my grandmother's brother, was also the father of Doctor 
Elisha Gregory of St.Louis, Mo. who was prominent in medical 
circles years ago,, and also of one Walter Gregory. When 

my brother went to St.Louis to live years ago he became well 
acquainted with this family of Gregory's who were yuite well 
to do.
